PUBLIC INTERESTS. 

We print in this morning’s Tmnoxx the 
latest (including the Saturday night’s) gossip 
as to the expected action of the President on 
the approval or veto of the River and Harbor 
Appropriation bill, to which it seems well 
established that personally the President is 
opposed. The speculations and predictions 
are by no means of a uniform character, On

Gen. Grant 
quite defiantly, when he was President, in- 
formed Congress that he would not expend 
the appropriations made by a comparatively 
modest act of this character. This time 
there seems to have been a fierce determina- 
tion to put about $10,000,000 upon the bill and 
compel the friends of that liberal appropria- 
tion for legitimate purposes to carry $15,- 
000,000 additional of another character or de- 
feat the whole. 

Though the indications are that the Presi- 
dent will veto the bill, which necessarily will 
be the whole of it, it may result In the pas- 
sage of a new one authorizing the President 
to disregard such of the appropriations as he 
may dislike or to reduce the sums appro- 
priated at his discretion, or there may be a 
new one framed reducing all the appropria- 
tions 30 per cent. In any event it seems 
likely that the bill, if not vetoed, and thus 
defeated, will be replaced by some other of 
moderated proportions, or perhaps post- 
poned until next session, and after the elec- 
tions. 

The reader cannot fall to be impressed 
with the character of the questions said to 
have been discussed at the Cabinet meeting. 
It seems to Have been conceded that the bill 
ought not to be passed, that it was an act of 
legislation wholly unjustifiable, and the ques- 
tion propounded was not, Ought this measure 
because of its improprieffes be vetoed ? but, 
Would the approval of it hurt the party? 
The second question was, Would it be proper 
for the President to approve the bill with all 
its faults and then notify Congress that he 
would only execute such parts of it as met 
his personal approval? In the one case the 
question diseussed subordinated the public 
interests and the Constitution to the minor 
point of how the party interests would be 
promoted or injured, and in the other it sug- 
gested that the grave considerations of 
National policy should be settled by 
an arbitrary exercise of Executive power, 
overruling an act of Congress, 
assuming for the Executive a discretion in the 
matter of expending public appropriations 
wholly unknown to the Constitution. We 
have no Knowledge whether such questions 
were discussed before the Cabinet other than 
the report from Washington, and therefore 
do not charge that they were, but the drift of 
loose public sentiment with regard to the 
possible exercise of arbitrary power to meet 
party emergencies is shown in the fact that 
such discussions are assumed to have taken 
place, and are represented to have taken 
pas, without creating any special surprise.

THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S DEFEAT. 

The meaning of the vote in the French 
Chambers on Saturday, by which the De 

Freycinet Government was overthrown, is 
that the French people are opposed to war. 
Lest this statement seem inconsistent, and 
that there may be no confusion in the mat- 
ter of the credits which have been pend- 
ing so long, it is as well to state that the itirst 
credit was not in reality a war measure. 
That was passed by the Chamber upon the 
assurance that the Government had no 
settled purpose in view, and that it would 
not entail any complication. It was definitly 
Stated to be a precautionary measure, and, 
more than this, De Freycinet himself assured 
the Chamber that the Government would not 
commence any action without its assent. 
Uvon these assurances the credit was voted 
almost unanimously. The second credit, 
upon which the Government was 80 em- 
phatically defeated, was of a different 
nature, as it asked for an appropriation to 
send an expeditionary corps to Egypt to help 
guard the Suez Canal. 

The steps leading up to this defeat may be 
briefly stated. The change in the non-inter- 
ference policy of the Government began to 
exhibit itself a few days after the bombard- 

ment of Alexandria, when M. de Frey cinet, 
notwithstanding his declaration that the Gov- 
ernment would await the attion of the con- 
ference, informed the Chamber that he 
thought the time for armed intervention bad

M. de Freyeinet has been hampered upon 
every side, and, though ha has conducted 
himself very pradently, it must have been 
with a feeling of relief that he foreed a vote 
of confidence, He was taunted on the one 
hand by some of the strqngest papers in 
France with the declaration that the Euglish 
bombardment of Alexandria was ef good 
service to the cause of elvilization and right, 
The Gambettists have protested against the 
abuse of England by other influential papers. 
and have d@manded hearty codperation, 


While De Freycinet himself thought that 


joint action with England was the most ad- 
visable course, he had pledged himself to 
the Chamber not to do anything without 
its consent, and he knew that the majority 
was opposed to any intervention. This 
majority, it has been stated, represents a 
large party in France who are opposed to 
any joint action with England or to any war 
measures at all. They have been led to this 
by several reasons. The French people have 
a horror of African expeditions, which has 
not been lessened by the badly managed 
affair in Tunis, Twenty thousand men, it is 
said, were sent home sick with African 
fevers as the result of the Tunis expedition, 
The people were heavily taxed for Tunis, 
with nothing to show tor it. Then came the 
speculative crash, and more meney was lost, 
until at last they grew desperate when fresh 
taxes were threatened for another African 
affair. They also have an indefinabie dread 
if France interyenes in Egypt that there 
may be a Moorish uprising, involving 
grave complications. In addition to this 
the German spectre rose before then. 
The Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Standard, in a letter written some 
weeks ago, said: “Rightly or wrongly, the 
prevailing impression in France is that Ger- 
many would take an unfair advantage of a 
French intervention in Egypt to inyoive her 
in complications on her eastern frontier. I 
believe that apprehension to be wholly 
groundiess, but that it prevails in the coun- 
try and in the Chamber is not a matter of 
opinion, but of fact.” Thus with the coun- 
try pulling one way, and the Gambetta fac- 
tion and the very logic of events pulling the 
other, M. de Freycinet had no resource left 
but to demand a vote of confidence, and the 
result of that yote implies that England may 
go on with her work alone, a8 she has been 


doing.

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 

Nearly a month has now passed since the 
bombardinent of Alexandria by the British 
fieet, and nothing of importance has been 
done to allay the excitement which this act 
caused. In the mountains, if the reports re- 
ceived are true, a large number of defense- 
less Christians have paid with their lives for 
Great Britain's ill-advised ‘aggression, From 
every part of Egypt, wherever a Christian 
happened to be, either as a traveler in pur- 
suit of information, or pleasure, or business, 
or even in the employment of the E;. gyptian 
Government, news reaches us of massacres 
which even an American Indian could 
scarcely have rivaled. Who is responsible 
for this? There can be but one answer, and 
Great Britain alone must be held account- 
able tor it. A few days since Mr. Gladstone 
made a statement in the Louse of Commons 
which, stripped of verbiage, was to the ef- 
fect that the action of the British fleet at 
Alexandria was resolved upon as a measure 
of self-lefense—that the construction and 
armament of the forts around the city, which 
was persisted in in opposition to the demands 
of the British Admiral, endangered the safe- 
ty of the fleet and rendered an attack upon 
them an immediate necessity. This excuse 
for the action of the British Government is 
searcely reasonable, and hot unaptly illus- 
trates the fable of the wolf: punishing the 
lamb for muddying the stream while drink- 
ing below him. In England the result of the 
attack appears to have causedi much greater 
pleasure that the ironclad monsters of the 
fleet proved a success than regret for the 
many innocent lives which have been 
uselesly sacrificed. 


England having committed herself to war 
with Egypt, it is a matter of some interest to 
summarize her action in regard to the other 
European Powers. Both France and Italy 
have declined with polite regrets her kind 
invitation to be present at and participate in 
the repast of punishing the Egyptians. Ger- 
many and Austria have mo objection to her 
complicating herself as dnach as possible in 
the matter, with the hope that she will there- 
by weaken herself, but they plainly intimate 
they will expect an accounting to them by 
her when the affair is settled. Russia is re- 
ported as becoming daily more impatient at 
her course, and already Russian statesmen 
hope for possibilities—agninst her—in Cen- 
tral Asia which may grow out of her entan- 
glement in Egypt. Turkey still hesitates as 
to sending troops to Egypt. Like a coy 
maiden, she will and she won’t, and al- 
though the later advices ijdicate consent on 
her part such action may be believed in only 
when it actually has taken place. The Sul- 
tan has too much to lose by placing his troops 
beside those of England in the subjugation 
of Mohammedans, who are his subjects, and 
who as yet have committeil no act Of treason 
against him, to take sevére action, and we 
cannot think he will permit this use of his 
troops if it ean be avoided. Should he send 
them in response to the demand of the con- 
ference now in session at Constantinople 
they are much more likely to prove them- 
selves tacit and secret friends to the Egyp- 
tians than to be of any aid to the English. 

Having sought assistance or moral support 
in every quarter of Europe without success, 
Great Britain will now have to carry the mat- 
ter through by her own unalded strength. If 
she were able to have her ironclads on land 
the Egyptians would stand small chance of 
opposing her, But as yet she has developed 
no Eads similar to our own, and in the ab- 
sence of any such capable engineer she will 
have to trust for subjugating the country to 
her land force alone. It was stated in Par- 
liament some days ago by Mr. Gladstone that 
the British foree in Egypt would consist of 
about 15,500 men of all atm. This we be- 
lieve includes the contingent sent from India. 
It was also said that the main portion of the 
infantry would embark oh the 4th and the 
cavalry on the 9th of August. In the miéan- 
time the Ezyptians have not been idle. They 
have been engaged iu fortifying the country 
at every gvailable polnt, and in gathering re- 
eruits from the Equator to the Mediterranean. 
it has been reported, always of ‘course by 
English sources, that Arhbi Bey had with 
him only’about 7,000 men, and yet we find 
him able to detail from his main body out- 
side Alexandria 9,000 wen for garrisoning 
Cairo. e do not hesitate to say that he can 
easily raise an army of oer 100,000 men iv 
Egypt for the defense of country, so long 
as he sustained, as he is now, by the 
Ulemag and head men of she Muhammedan 
relis On the other hand, it may reason- 
bly be doubted if Great itain can at this 
time : 8 lune ofee to Egypt than 
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as other portions of her Empire, is such that 
she cannot well withdraw her troops for 
Egyptian service. 

Besides this large disparity in numbers in 
faver of the Egyptians, they have also in 
their favor the country—strong for defense 
which the delta ot the Nile affords, the ap- 
proaching rise of the Nile, by which the en- 


tire delta can be flooded, the intense heat of 


the climate, the absence of suitable roads for 
the movement of artillery, and, lastly, the for- 
tified position at Barraga, ten miles below 
Cairo, where the delta first begins, and which 
cannot well be turned by a force moving 
upon the capital. 
pacity to see and seize upon the advantages 
whieh the situation afferds him; if he has 
the nerve to fight as he has determined; and, 
above all things, if he conjinues to have the 
support of the Ulemas of the Mahommedan 
Chureh, we think it probable that Great 
Britain will find serious difficulty in con- 
vincing others by the forcible arguments she 
has already used and intends using that he is 
a rebel,

A CURIOUS “LIBEL. 
A curious libel suit has been brought in 
Oberlin, O., growing out of last winter’s 
prohibition crusade, in which a drugg@t 
seeks to ascertain how far the odium theolog- 
icum is justified in its pursuit of his man- 
ner of condueting business. The plaintiff in 
the case is Frank E. Bronson, a seller of 
drugs in the above reform town of Ohio, and 
the defendant is the Kev, James Brand, 
pastor of the First Congregational Chureh in 
the same place. The druggist, it isto be 
presumed, defied the sentiment of the com- 
munity, net only by selling drugs based upon 
intoxicating liquers, and the liquors them- 
selves, but introduced them by various subtle 
and strategic devices into soda, and 
mead, and other cheering drinks that 
do not inebriate, and concealed their 
identity under names and hieroglyphics 
which were easily deciphered by the in- 
itiated. The crusaders made his store the 
objective point of their fiercest attack. They 
wrestled with him, sang with him, and prayed 
with him, but to no purpose. They then laid 
siege to his store, and with fresh relays kept 
it surrounded so that customers could not 
gain admission, but still the druggist was 
obdurate. Then some of the bolder be- 
siegers ventured within the enemy’s lines, 
only to find themselves incantinently fred 
out. Assaults from without were met by 
assaults from within. When they sang 
psalms on the sidewalk worldly songs would 
be heard within, sung with stentorian voices. 
Appeals from without met with defiance 
from within, At last the circumvyalla- 
tion became 830 complete and the 
enemy’s Intrenchments were pushed up so 
close that all communication was cut off. 
The druggist found himself exposed not 
only to the rifleshots of the besiegers’ pickets 
but to the heavy fire of their columbiad, the 
Rev. James Brand, who from the adjoining 
eminence ot the Congregational pulpit sent 
in red-hot shell. At last the druggist ap- 
peaied to the gourts for protection and was 
sustained, and he victoriously held the fort 
and tired a salute as he saw the besieging 
forces Withdraw, He has now begun suit 
for libel against the columbiad, claim- 
ing 830,000 damages. by reason of a ser- 
mon which the minister delivered and had 
printed. In that sermon the drug-store 
was called the worst whisky-shop in town, 
The druggist was charged with secrecy, hy- 
pocrisy,| lying, and the utter wreck of every 
moral sense. He used profane language to- 
wards the erusaders. He encouraged small 
boys and youths to revile them, and he him- 
self, in a manner ‘contrary to that of wel- 
regulated druggists, appeared before them 
“in some ghastly dress or disguise.“ These 
accusations, however, were mild as com- 
pared with the peroration, which was worked 
upto a climax with a sort of Wagnerian. 
crescendo worthy to compare with the hor- 
rors in Klingson's chamber of supernatural 
rites. An extract will give the reader some 
idea of the preacher’s vigorous and robust 
style in dealing with the druggist. After 
drawing a mental and moral silhouet of 
the drug fiend, the preacher thus apostro- 
phized and rent it: 


I would not take thy death for all the pleasures 
of thy guilty life a thousandfold. Thou shalt 
draw neur to the shadew of death; to the Chris- 
tian these shades are the golden haze which 
Heaven's light makes when it meets the earth 
and mingles with its shadows. But to thee, these 
shall be sbadows full of fantom shapes. Images 
of terror in the future shall dimly rise and 
beckon thee. The ghastly deeds of the past shall 
stretch out their skinny bunds and push thee 
forward. Thou shalt not die unattended. De- 
spair shall mock thee. Agony shall tender to 
thy parched lips her tiery cup. Remorse sball 
feel for thy heart and rend it apart. Good mea 
shall breathe freer at thy death and utter 
thanksgiving when thou art gone. Men shall 

ince thy gravestone aga monument and a tes- 
ag b a a plague ie stayed, and as borne on 
the bla thy gulity spirit whisties toward the 
gate of ell, the hideous shrieks of those whom 
thou hast destroyed shall pierce thee—Hell's 
first welcome! 


It is possible that if the preacher had 
stopped short with Agony tendering the 
fiery cup to the mortbund druggist and Re- 
morse feeling after and rending him, he 
might have placed his damages at a lesser 
sum, but his soul whistling on the blast to- 
wards the gates of Hell was evidently too

much for him, because if a soul whistles it 


implies that it must be a very small and thin 
one, and to be whistling along towards the 
hot place, while it is very vivid in metaphor, 
is not calculated to impress the public with 
charitable feelings towards the druggist’s 
immortal part. It is hard on the druggist, 
and it may prevent superstitious people from 
purchasing their boneset and rhubarb of a 
man whiose soul is liable to whistle in such a 
remarkable manner. The issue of the case 
will be awaited with some interest, especially 
as it must be defined whether .the court’s 
jurisdiction applies to libels that are not com- 
pleted on this earth, but belong to that local- 
ity in Umbo where the druggist will be be- 
yond all help from his own drugs. 


A DEFINITION OF RITUALISM. 

Among the sermons printed M this morn- 
ing’s TRIBUNE is that of the Rev. Arthur 
Ritehie, rector of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, sometimes called the headquarters of 
ritualism in Chicago. It was preached on 
the seventh anniversary of his pastorate, 
Duringjhis term of service he has built up a 
weak and broken congregation into a strong 
and zealous organization. A new and large 
churchſis being ereeted, mission schools have 
been opened and are in flourishing opera- 
tion, and an amount of charitable work has 
been done which proyes, if it needed proof, 
that the observance of certain forms in di- 
vine worship does not interfere with 
practical Christianity. All: this has been. 
accomplished in the face of much 
opposition and prejudice. The High Church 
or Ritualistie wing of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church has excited hostility, not merely 
by its peculiar observances, but by the very 
name if takes to itself. It claims to belong 


to the “Anglican” Churen, and disregards | 
contemptuously the title of Protestant,“ 


which to many is redolent of sacred associa- 
tions and consecrated with the dear memories. 
of the struggles of their forefathers aguinst 
What they deemed to be the idolatries and 
heresies of Rome. Ineense, candles, the 
word mass.“ instead of “communion,”

of ceremonial people of wealth and standing 
would joln the congregation, to the great 
betterment of its finances, But where one 
believes that these ceremonies are essentials. 
such a course- would be dishonest and 
cowardly, and the minister is deserving of 
praise who refuses to yield ta temptation, 
and does what he believes ta be right, even 
if his doing so scares away halt-miilionaires 
or éven millionaires. 

It is strong proof of the elastic and wise 
12323 of the Protestant Episcopal or 

nglican communion that it leaves such 
freedom to its priests, From the elaborate 
services of Ascension to the plain and simple 
ceremonial of some other churches of the 
same denomination is a great remove, but 
each form is lawful. . For, whatever may be 
thought of confessionals, or costly and em- 
broidered vestments, incense, and candles, 
they are not violations of tha. law of the 
church, for they are neither ordered nor for- 
bidden by the Prayer-Book. The only point 
of difference which appears to haye atisen 
between a Bishop of unquestioned orthodoxy 
and the rector of Ascension during the lat- 
ter’s term of service is the one which is re- 
ferred to in the sermon, and is in regard to 
what is called the reservation of the sacra- 
ment.” The rubric says: 

And if any of the consecrated bread and wine 
remain after the r it shall not be car- 
ried out of the but the minister and 
other comenunicants Saha immediately after 
the blessing, reverently eat and drink (he same. 

The reason for this was eithera fear that 
the elements if reserved might become an 
object ot superstitious worship, or that they 
might be carelesly and irreyerently treated. 
It was the custom, however, of the rector 
of Ascension to reserve the elements on two 
grounds: one, that the rubrie applied only to 
public and not to private administrations 
of the sacrament, as where the priest 
and his acolytes eonmune after the departure 
of the congregation; and the other that in 
casgit suddenly became necessary to admin- 
ister the sacrament to persons on the point of 
death, it often took too long to consecrate 
the elements. Neither of these reasons, it is 
believed, is satisfactory to Bishop, and 
the point at issue is one which can be author- 
itatively settled by the General Convention 
alone. 

While the Evangelical churches may not be 
pleased by what they will consider the out- 
rageous dagtrine which ranks them lower 
than the Romish communion, becanse they 
have no apostolic succession and no right to 
claim Peter as their ancestor, yet those who 
still call themselves members of the “ Prot- 
estant Episeoval’? Chureh may be relieved 
of any fear that the Ritualisis are Roman- 
ists in disguise, by the very frank 
declaration that Rome has her errors 
and corruptions, and cannot compare for pur- 
ity of doctrine with the Anglican Chureh as it 
was in che days of Edward the Sixth, and that 
while an Anglican should receive the saerg- 
ment in a Roman Catholie church, if there 
be none of his own available, yet that under 
no circumstances should he allow himself to 
be led astray by Papal errors and delusions. 
The sermon is an excellent compend of -the 
belief of the so-called Ritualists, and ought 
to convince those who are not too much 
alarmed by observances which have to their 
minds been connected with what are often 
called Popish errors that the Chureh of the 
Ascension and similar ehurches in other cit- 
ies are not mere byways to Rome. 
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ENGLISH ‘COMMERCIAL 

The necessities which haye urged England 
to interference in the Egyptian: situation are 
not altogether political. The relations be- 
tween the two countries have other and im- 
portant bearings, and the Suez Canal, about 
which the interest of the present complica- 
tion is rapidly centering, is not to be consid- 
ered alove as the nearest highway to India 
and the easiest avenue of defense of En- 
gland’s Asiatic possessions. Were all polit- 
ical motives set aside there would stil! re- 
main another which woujd be sufficient to 
account for the expeditious manner in which 
England has opened the campaign without 
waiting for the codperation of France or the 
decisions of the Powers in conference, and 
that is the commercial one. It is not 80 much 
the loss of political prestige or influence 
that is feared as the loss of trade and money. 

So far as the Suez Canal is concerned, 
England has an immense financial as well as 
commercial interest in the great highway, 
and the two combined almost entitle her to 
claim the proprietary right. She purchased 
of the Khedive, seven years ago, 176,602 
shares, allowing him to draw for $20,000,000 
at sight, but as he had long before the pur- 
chase alienated to the Canal Company all 
prospective dividends down to 1804 it was 
stipulated on the part of. England that 
Egypt should pay her 5 per cent on 
actual capital of the purchase money until 
1894, so that twelve years’ interest depends 
upon the solvency of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment. As the London Times States it, 
„ Engiand is proprietor of two-fifths of the 
original shares, with the right ultimately to 
participate in three-fourths of the profits of 
a prospering enterprise.“ Commereially, 
her interests in the canal are equal- 
ly as important. Durmg the, year 
ending in April last, the Times says that 3,006 
vessels, aggregating. 4,257,000 tons, passed 
through the canal, of which 2,484, of 3,512,000 
tons, were British, and that not far from one- 
fourth of the whole capital invested in Brit- 
ish shipping is engaged in the Suez-Canal 
traffic. The Pall Malt Gazette estimates 
that 60,000 tons per week of steam tonnage, 
representing a capital of $10,800,000, leave 
English ports for ports in China, India, and 
Australia via the eanal. 

A member of the English Parliament has 
prepared a paper on the commerce between 
England and Egypt which presents some fur- 
ther items of interest upon this subject. He 
claims in the paper that under English influ- 
ence the impetus given to Epyptian prosperi- 
ty has been enormous; that the crops, by 
meaus of steam pumping machinery and 
other agencies for bringing waste land under 
cultivation, have been nearly trebled since 
1860; that the security given by the Anglo- 
French control has increased capital and re- 
duced interest; and that in conducting their 
export trade, andin the management of all 
industrial undertakings, the natives have to 
depend upon England. As to the commerce 
with Egypt, the writer says: 


The cotton seed constitutes about on tralf of 
the total tmportation of oil seeds into this coun- 
try, and the loss of this porsion. would aturally 
enhance the price of the remainder, wouid 
render the feeding of cattle muva more expen- 
sive. Further, it would be fmpossibie to tind a 
substitute for cotton cakes, as no othor uil-cake 
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It is noticeable that — all wh tae English 

papers defend interference upon commercial 
grounds, ‘which may be an excellent argu- 
ment from the English point of view, but is 
not very consol, to native’ Rgvptlans. 
The: impetus wh has given to 
Egyptis all English, and the money flows 
into the English hoppers at both ends of the 
line. Egypt is simply the orange which the 
English are squeezing; and the natives get 
no more benefit from the process than it they 
were the seeds. While the English commey- 
cial masters have been growing richer the 
Egyptian people have been growing poorer. 
It makes little difference > them how much 
they can earn or how much production in- 
creases when all that they can get is ground 
out of them to pay off interest te English 
bondholders for debts incurred without 
their consent, representing money flung 
away in all sorts of profligate extravagances 


by Ismail Pasha. England may seek to 


justify her invasion of Egypt upon commer 
cial grounds, and there is no denying that 
these grounds are of trementious importance 
—to England: but as a matter of sentiment 
and of exact justice—and in this regard 
Arabi Pasha’s position is entitled te consid- 
eration—commercial tyfanny does not seem 
to differ either in its methods or results from 
political tyranny. The condition of the 
Egyptian people could hardly be worse un- 


der either. 
— 


EASTWARD from the site of Corinth work- 
men in making a road broke through a tomb at 
a place called Megali Porta, Three sides were 
destroyed, and the tomb was empty. The fourth 
side offers a very rare specimen of Greek art— 
namely: mural paintings. The wall is divided 
into four parts, of whieh the uppermost has 
squares containing pictures of grapes and birds. 
In the third row are three small niches with 
three well-preserved paintings of figures be- 
tween them. Inthe fourth and lowest division 
are fruits in baskets, and birds whieh eat or 
drink from vesséls. In the sceond row is a con- 
tinuous series of scenes. One represents the 
funeral feast. A table is the centre, around 
which a helmeted figure and others are lying in 
the attitude assumed by the ancients at their 
meais. He is nude to the waist, and bas a white 
cloth over his legs. Another male figure (nude) 
stands at the foot of the couch, Other figures 
appear to be in violent motion, perhaps of grief, 
The Archeological Museum of Athens has bad a 
copy made by Prof. Lytras in order to preserve 
a record of the color ot the paintings, as well as 
of the scones in 80 fdr as they can be made out. 


Tue “snake” campaign has opened in 
Pennsyivania. Among the earliest returns are 
the following: Margaret Kane, of Mauch Chunk, 
walking on bare fect, stepped upon a vicious 
copperhead, which at onee immodestly buried 
its fangs in the calf of her leg. She was stupe- 
ned with liquor, and a live toad was fastened on 
the wound. The toad absorped the poison and 
died, and the little girl recoverea, Squire 
Clouser, of New Broomfield, whose veracity has 
been unimpeached for many years, seta box- 
trap for squirrels, A squirrel sprang the trap, 
leaving room, however, for a mouse to enter. A 
copperhead snake followed and devoured the 
mouse, which so increased the snake’s bulk that 
it could not retreat. Squire Clouser killed bim. 
Mrs. Benjamin Bitter, of Strasburg, was en- 
gaged in the familiar work of adjusting a switch 
of false hair when she heard a hissing sound 
proceeding from the back of her head. What 
she had supposed to be a coll of hair proved to 
be a black snake, which she promptly dis- 
patched. 


IN an article on woolen goods and woolen 
machinery, the Boston Commercial Bulletin gives 
the following facts: “Great improvements have 
been made in woolen machinery even during 
the last decade, and many appliances. have had 
to be set aside, not because they were worn out. 
but because new inventions have rendered their 
use unprofitable. Ten years ago the bulk of 
the wool-spinning of the country was done on 
hand-jacks. Now two-thirds of it is done on seif- 
operating mules, while the jacks are fast follow- 
ing the jennies into obscurity. The building of 
new miils, the substitution of improved mechan- 
ism, and the replacing. of machinery which is 
worn out, must inevitably give employment toa 
steadily increasing number of American ma- 
cbhinists. And it is gratifying to pote not only 
that most of the woolen machinery used in the 
United States is of home production, but that 
American inventors originated many machines 
which are now in use in the woolen mills of 
Europe, and are indispensable to successful 
manufacture there.

Tue latest English Blue Book contains 
much curious information about the continual 
subsidence of the soil around the Cheshire salt 
workings. Houses, bridges, locks, and towing- 
paths keep sinking at a more or less rapid rate, 
and the annual damage is computed at thousands 
of pounds. In Northwich alone it was estimated 
to have amounted in 1880 to above £5,000, exclu- 
sively of the injury done to agricultural land, 
railways, oanals, gas, and water-pipes. In that 
year 892 buildings were injuriously affected, and 
m bave since come in for their share of dam- 
ag. Thus the Crown Hotel bas had to be rebuilt 
under an order from the magistrate; the County 
Court is unsafe and unused; and the Congrega- 
tional Chapel, built only as lately as 1853, is now 
condemned as dangerous, In fact, the local au- 
thorities seem to be all thoroughly imbued with 
the conviction that Northwich will.some day 
subside bodily into the o brine, 


MIDDLEBURY COLLEGE in Vermont has 
had a present of a silver mine. Col, Comina, of 
Winnemucca, Nev., has conveyed to the college 
the Rose Creek Silver Mme, which is in the 
Sierra mining district. The present value of the 
mine is stated at $30,000, but there is no telling 
what it may be worth when developed. The 
condition attached to the gift is that the pro- 
ceeds shall be used to build a hall of sdience to 
bear the donor's name. “It would have saved 
the college a good deal of troubie,” says the 
Boston Advertiser, *if the liberul Cotonel had 
sold the mine for $30,000 and given tne college 
the money, or he migbt have developed the mine 
himselt and given profits to the college.

The leading produce markets were fairly 
active on Saturday, and grain was steadier.

estimated weekly consumption, indicating that 
the supply exceeded the estimated eonsum pion 
by 26,000 to 33,813 qrs. 

Harvest work in the Southeastern department 
of France has probably terminated ere this 
time. The yield and quality are much more 
satisfactory than in 1881. In the Western de- 
partment, rainy, cold weather is causing some 
uneasiness. The blooming of the wheat took 
piace under somewhat unfavorable conditions, 
and a good yield does not seem to be expected. 
in the Central plains, as well as about Paris, and 
in the Northwestern departments, uncertainty is 
rather general. In Russia the cercal crops are 
reported satisfactory in the Governments of 
Ekaterinostav, Pocoisk!, Kiet, and Monilieff, 
fairin Volhynia, an average in Besserabia, a 
amall average in Poltawa. and more or less ip- 
different in Tourida.

The evi- 
dences of Christianity wight have been stronger 
than they were, but if they had been 80 strung 
that they might bave scemed compuilsury it 
would not bave shown God'sſmethod.
